The tmperial Conference. 

More than one-quarter of the area of 
the habitable globe is occupied by the 
British Empire, and its population of 
450,000,000 souls includes nearly a fourth 
part of the human race. The Imperial 
Conference; which meets in London to-day, 
has a tremendous task. Im the first place, 
the assembled Prime Ministers will con- 
sider the problems of government—by 
what means the duties and responsibilities 
of imperial government may be so co- 
ordinated that the mother country and 
every Dominion shall be equal factors 
in the control of the Empire and shall 
have equal voices in all its fateful de- 
cisions. The questions under this head 
have defined themselves sharply since the 
results of the Great War gave to the 
Dominions a new consciousness of their 
independent status in the Commonwealth 
of British Nations. To-day most of these 
Dominions advance that 
fought with their support, shall not be 
undertaken without their consent; that 
they shall be free to seek separate repre- 
sentation in the League of Nations and to 
make commercial treaties with foreign 
countries,“ and- that they shall be con- 
sulted when Whitehall negotiates imperial 
treaties with such countries. The Imperial 
Conference will discuss these and similar 
claims with a common purpose, as we 
hope and believe, to tighten all the con- 
stitutional. links of Empire and to secure 
a true harmony. of co-operation. In the 
next place, the Conference will make 
plans for the more. scientific development 
of the economic interests. 
Already the Empire Marketing Board 
has shown the way towards a huge 
increase of profitable trade between Great 
Britain and the Dominions.

A wholly mistaken view of the Imperial 
Conference seems to be widespread in this 
country. It assumes, on the one hand, that 
some of the Dominions are chafing under

Streets, Fields and Forests. 


Visitors to London who are familiar 
with the northern suburbs know the large 
land buffer of green country between 
crowded residential: areas that is repre- 
sented by Queen’s Woods, Highgate, and 
the adjacent playing fields. Since the 
war building has proceeded apace in this 
neighbourhood, and streets of handsome 
villas have arisen on pleasant slopes 
beside the woodland. Alarmed by the 
likelihood of the complete disappearance 
of the open spaces that they value so 
highly, residents in the adjacent suburbs 
are organising a subscription for the 
purchase. of the threatened woods: and 
fields. Tens of thousands of pounds will be 
needed to ensure a long lease of the land, 
but it is thought that no household will 
grudge a levy of a pound or two for the 
maintenance of local amenities. Here we 
see suburban residents regarding them- 
selves, not as temporary occupants of 
certain dwelling places, but as established 
citizens with a vested interest in their 
environment. This, indeed, is no new 
phenomenon. Since the war, however, 
every one of the older London suburbs has 
been driven to take thought for its 
corporate welfare. A greater London has 
come into being with the uprise of far- 
flung new suburbs; and districts which in 
1914 were 
area now 


on the rural marge of the urban 
find themselves surrounded by 
new zones of brick and mortar, and obliged 
to fight for the preservation of what 
remains to them of grass and wood and 
open air. We wish that dwellers in the 
‘suburbs of Dublin possessed something of 
the civic consciousness of the North 
Londoners. By private action and by 
pressure on the Free State Government 
they could rescue Dublin from the develop- 
ment of new slum areas, and they could 
render their environment as beautiful as 
any residential area in these islands. For 
lack of a scientific ‘‘ town plan ” and of 
a virile citizenship, those who are 
allowed new terraces to choke what. ought 
to be wedges of green country bringing 
sweet air to the city’s walls. Given the 
spirit of the Londoners, the people of 
Dublin, we think, would insist that a belt 
of green country, a mile deep, should be 
maintained around the Dublin of to-day, 
and that further building should begin 
beyond that margin. It is possible to 
conceive a score of new villages of, say, 
250 houses apiece, coming into being during 
the next few years at cross-roads 
County Dublin within an eight-mile 
radius of the city’s heart. The rural state 
of the area in which they were planted 
hardly would be altered ; yet 20,000 citizens 
would be assured of homes in charming sur- 
roundings and within easy omnibus reach 
of the city’s business centres. Obviously 
we are likelier to see 20,000 citizens housed 
in new terraces that will destroy the 
charms of districts new leafy and quiet, 
and will abolish the amenities of districts 
now adjacent to the sites concerned. 
Between the fair ideal and ugly likeli- 
hood stands nothing save civic apathy and 
the State’s indifference.

Old Libraries. 


We have received from a firm of Dublin 
bocksellers a catalogue of books on Ireland 
now offered for sale. ‘Here are the titles 
of nearly 5,000 rare and precious volumes, 
collected largely from private libraries 
that have come into the market during 
recent years of stress and change. Old 
books have a double charm. When we 
examine them at the dealer’s shop we 
think not merely’ of their intrinsic 
interest, but of the associations that cling 
to them for the sake of their late owners. 
What students’ treasuries have been 
broken up, what years of accumulated 
research have been jlissolved, to fill the 
shelves from which this catalogue has been 
compiled! To judge by the abundant 
collection of books on the lore of Trish 
counties and on tours in Ireland, the 
libraries of some industrious topographers 
have yielded sheaves to this haggard. Here 
are Mrs. Nicholson’s original narrative of 
her journeys in Ireland on the eve of the 
great famine; the records of travels on 
the Shannon by the German, Kohl; in the 
same period; De Latocnaye’s ‘‘ Walk 
Through Ireland in 1796-1799,” “ The 
Complete Irish Traveller ” of 1788, and 
many others, although we look in vain for 
the Irish travel record of the edifying 
Samuel Smiles. The numerous histories, 
political documents and memoirs recall] 
many a name now growing dim in popular 
memory. Who, to-day, remembers Edmund- 
son, the father of the Irish Quakers. whose 
“ Life, Travels, Sufferings, etc.,’’ filled a 
volume published in 1715; and who, holi- 
day-making among the salmon rivers of 
Gweedore, recalls Lord George Hill’s toils 
or reads his “ Useful Hints to Tourists ” 1

SIGNOR ESPOSITO’S RECITAL. 


When the writer of this notice was leaving 
the Baggotrath Hall, Dublin, last night at the 
conclusion of the second: recital of the series 
which Signor Esposito is giving to mark the 
centenanry Meitnoven a friend experienced 
in matters musical passed the remark: ‘ In 
forty years I have never. heard him play 
better.”” To those who had the dancin 
theme of the “ Waldstein’’ still singing in 
their ears the observation did not seem at-all 
exaggerated. Signor Esposito had played the 
Sonata in C in a manner that proclaimed him 
a thorough master of the pianoforte, and a 
truly great interpreter of Beethoven. The 
three movements were exquisitely: treated. 
The opening phrases of the allegro con brio 
were strikingly expressive, and the’ thematic 
treatment was developed with something like 
orchestral effect. That atmosphere was sus- 
tained in the succeeding movement, the 
tntroduzione adagio molto, but the most per- 
fect playing of the night came in the Hondo, 
in which Signor Esposito treated the elusive 
theme in a fashion that left one with a de- 
lightful feeling of bewilderment—as if one 
had been witnessing mysterious fairy revels 
with unexpected flittings and ' comings—a 
musical hide and seek. The performance 
was a great finale to a programme which 
contained Opus 26, the Sonata in A flat, that 
in D minor (Opus 31), and the Sonata in E 
(Op. 109). 

_ The familiar Scherzo and Marche Funtbre 
in the Sonata, with which the programme 
opened, were beautiful pieces of interpreta- 
tion, “The Sonata in E was also a fine study 
in musical painting. The opening movement 
had all the subtle snggestion of liveliness 
held delicately in restraint. Waywardness 
ad its fling in the Prestissimo movement 
that followed, and in turn gave way to the 
song of easy content of the Andante, There 
was a slight momentary lapse in the varia- 
tions. but it was quickly forgotten in the 
superb musicianship that followed to the end 
of the movement.

SIR J. STAMP AND 
COMMERCIAL. IGNORANCE. 


'“In economic matters we are still in the 
Stone Age,” Sir Josiah Stamp told the 
Manchester Luncheon Club vesterday. He 
declared that to approach the problems of 
the day in the present atmosphere of strife 
was like trying to play billiards at sea in 
a storm.

REASONS FOR REDUCTION. 


BERLIN, Monday. 

Some surprise is expressed here at the new 
impetus given to the British coal strike. For 
some time-it. had been thought that the 
collapse of the strike was imminent. Even 
now there is a disposition to regard the new 
phase as a last despairing effort on the part 
of the strike leaders to postpone the inevitable 
admission of defeat.

Although the syndicate does not antici- 
pate any .difficulties in connection with 
further coal exports, it is believed 
in well-informed circles that the 
coal export will not continue on the same 
high level as in the summer months, because 
the coal reserves are completely exbausted, 
and ‘t will only be possible henceforth to ex- 
port the balance from each day’s production. 
During the coal strike nearly one-fifth of the 
coal exports from the Westphalian Coal 
Syndicate’s mines have been drawn from the 
reserves, 

The prices of bunker coal at Rotterdam and 
the new waterwav has risen to 48s. per ton, 
or three times the pre-strike price. Owing 
to the recent heavy rains the level of the 
Lower Rhine has materially risen, and con- 
sequently the Ruhr coal barges are now able 
to carry heavier loads, and freights have 
fallen from 3 marks 20 pf. to 2 marks 80 pf. 
per ton.—(Reuter.) i 


GAS WORKS TO CLOSE. 
Mu m— Sa 
NO COAL IN CLONMEL. 


The coal strike is hitting’ Clonmel seriously. 
There is no coal in the town. The stock at 
the Gas Works is running out, and the place 
will have to shut. down to-day if coal cannot’ 
he procured. works supplied about 
1,000 cookers and gas fires, as well as gas 
engines, and. these will now be idle till a 
supply of coal is available. 

‘A cargo of Continental coal was due at the 
works & week ago, but it has been held in 
Hamburg. The plight of the poor people is 
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hand, followed by a demonstration in topping. 
This is done by cutting the root just below 
the last: leaf bud, but it requires practice 
before it can -be done with any degree of 
accuracy and speed. The ideal beet fills the 
hand well and tapers off gradually. When 
lifted by hand the beets are knocked together 
to clear them of clay, and then laid aside for 
topping or crowning. They can then be sent 
to the factory. If the beets 
topped, farmers will not be paying freight cn 
portions of the crop that are low in sugar 
content, and will themselves be in possession 
of a commodity which can be used as a stock 
food, or for manuring.. Growers were warned 
against including ''bolters ” in any lots sent 
to the factory, as the sugar content of such 
roots is low. 

One way of pulling and gathering beets to 
be sent to the Carlow factory, it was pointed 
out, is to lay the roots in one direction and 
crown them as they lie on the soil. Another 
way .of collecting them is to-pile them in 
heaps until someone comes along and tops 
them carefully, keeping the roots and the 
leaves in separate heaps. The first way is the 
quickest. but the.second is the more accurate. 
Two other methods of procedure were de- 
scribed, and the merits of each were discussed, 
point by point, by those present. 

FACTORY WORK. 

Among other points brought out was the 
fact that, once work has been started at the 
factory it must be kept going day and night, 
Sunday and week-day. The crop is not one 
which suffers injury from frost, and growers 
who for some reason, cannot get their beets 
out immediately are advised to keep them in 
the ground until December. It is stated that 
all the time that they are in the ground their 
sugar content is improving. 

here a plough with patent lifting attach- 
ment is not available, the lifting of the beet 
can be greatly facilitated by running a 
grubber through the crop, or by the use of 
an ordinary plough. minus the mould board.

The Trade Committee will also have under 
consideration the position and prospects of the 
Empire Marketing Board, which was set up by 
the Government to bring home markets and 
the Empire producers into closer relationship.

Speaking at the Canada Club’s banquet to 

Lord Byng in London last night, Mr.

He said that the aim which they should hold 
before their eyes was to keep the British 
Empire out of party politics. It would be a 
great misfortune if imperial affairs were so 
handled as to form part of the pitch and toss 
and of the ebb and flow of ordinary party 
politics. 
. Speaking on the many serious cons::* ational 
questions to be debated, Mr. Churchill said 
that the British Constitution and the Ccu- 
stitution of the British Empire have aiways 
been carried forward in a continuous state of 
flux. Nothing has ever been seitled finally. 
The discussion of these constituzional pc ints, 
some of which are serious and important and 
of great interest, is helpful and timeiy a! the 
present time, and absolutely appropriate to 
the occasion, so long as it is curried on as it 
will be carried on between colleagues and 
friends, and not between people who, like 
lawyers, are seeking to find d:fficaities and 
make cases. 

The Empire grows great and strong by the

COAL OFFICES CLOSED 
EARLY. 


GREAT,RUSH TO PLACE 
ORDERS. 


There was a new development in the coal 
situation in Dublin late yesterday evening, 
when it was learned that the offices of ‘the 
majority of the coal. merchants in the city 
had been closed several hours before their 
usual time. Many oí the merchants did 
not re-open their offices after the lunch hour, 
and others closed between three and four 
o'clock. 

The reason for this action was explained 
to an Irish Times representative last mght by 
am official of the Coal Merchants’ Association, 
who said that the coal merchants’ offices for 
days past, since the cold ‘‘ snap ” set in, 
had been literally besieged by people seeking 
to get supplies of coal. As few of these 
people were customers of the merchants, the 
shortage of supplies compelled the importers 
to refuse all orders except from their regular 
customers, ahd even to them coal could only 
he supplied in small. quantities of a quarter 
of a ton. While these people were coming 
into the offices it was impossible to get any 
work done, and it was only waste of time 
ite i them to come in to meet with re- 
usals.
